fc'iprcmely important principle of interpreta- 
tion, in the light of common sense, und I nm 
quite sure that you will never again assert the 
undoubted constitutionality of the Fugitive 
Slave law. 
The clause referred to, reads thus: 


'• N'o person, held to service or labor in one 
State, under the laws thereof, escaping into 
another, fchall, in consequence of any law or 
regulation therein, be discharged ftorn such 
service or labor; but shall be delivered up on 
<_laim of the party to whom such service or 
labor rmiy be due." 
The piinciple of inter- 


pretation to be applied, is insciibed on every 
man's moral natuie, but i.-j officially expressed 
by the United States' Court in these vroids: 
" When rights are infiinged, when funda- 
mental principles are overthrown, when the 
general t>ygtem of the law is departed fiom, 
the legislative intention must be expressed 
with iriesii>tible clearness, to induce a court of 
justice to (suppose a design to effect such ob- 
jects." 


Now, sir, what says " n legal and unpreju- 


diced mind," to the result of this comparison? 
Does this clause, thus interpreted, sanction the 
hen rid despotism of slavery ? Are not" rights 
infringed," " fundamental principles over- 
thrown," and the " general system of the law 
departed from," by the system of slavery ? — 
And is the idea of slavery expressed in this 
clause with " irresistible clearness " 1 Is it ex- 
pressed at all? The language is, "no per.son 
held to service or labor under the law" &c,— 
Not to dwell upon the absuidity of attaching 
the idea of property to " persons," I remark 
thnt slaves are not included at all iu this des- 
cription. Slaves ate not "held to service or 
labor under the law&." 
The laws do not 


oblige the slave to labor; and the master can 
jj;ot no more legal redress for the laziness of a 
slave, than for the damages of a balky horse. 
The language shows that the clause refers to 
another class of men, who are really persons, 
and 
under legal obligations,— " held," or 


" bound " by law, and amenable to the law.—r 
You must know also that " the rules of law 


that an innocent meaning bhould be 


given tn all words that will bear an innocent 
meaninii." Is slavery an innocent meaning? 
If not, then we are bound to attach another 
meaning to the clause, if it will bear it, and I 
cannot think that you will deny that it will 
bear quite Another and an " innocent mean- 
ing." It speuks of " such service or laboi as 
due " Now, sir, let me nsk on what principle 
of law and justice, reason or common sense, 
the slave owes service to his master ? If a 
'•lave cannot own any thing, us the law de- 
clares, how cau he owe any thing ? But if it 
did not involve a natural absurdity, it would 
a moral; for on what principle docs ho owe 
his m.ister ? Does he owe him his future ser- 
\ice for the privilege of having been his slave? 
Docs he owe him his other child, for the privi- 
lege of having been wantonly robbed of his 
lirsit-born ?
